Families affected by mercury spill to 
move into Palm Glades Apartments 


By Brenda Bunting 
Editor 

The 11 remaining families 
affected by the mercury spill 
are moving this week from a 
motel into Palm Glades Apart- 
ments in Belle Glade, despite 
some of their objections to the 
change. 

Officials with the Army Corp 
of Engineers and the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency met 
with the families last Wedries: 
day to discuss their concerns. 

"I can't force you to do this,” 
said Dora Ann Johnson, feder- 
al on-scene coordinator for 
EPA, when several said they 

* object to the move because of 
what they say is a high crime 
rate at the apartment complex. 
` The EPA, through the Super- 
fund program, has been paying 
for the families to stay at a 
local motel at'a cost of almost 
$48,000 a month. Their homes 
were found to be contaminated 
after four children found bot- 
tles of mercury in an aban- 
doned van and shared the liq- 
uid among friends, spreading 
the contamination. 


The apartments will cost 
EPA approximately $10,000 a 
month with EPA paying for 
rent, utilities and groceries for 
the families. 

"Our agency is required to 
supply safe, adequate and 
appropriate housing. It.also 
has to be cost-effective. The 
agency can't justify spending 
$48,000 a month for a motel 
when it will cost $10,000 a 
month for Palm Glades,” said 
Ms. Johnson. 

Howard Lamb, one of the 
men whose family is displaced, 
said-he is out at Palm Glades 
almost every day since the 
company he works for, Glades 
Mercantile, delivers a lot of 
merchandise in that area. 

He said children are out late 
a night making a lot of noise 
and that the police have to 
come to the apartment. complex 
very often for varióus problems. 

"What you're saying to us is 
we don't have a choice. We 
have to move into Palm 
Glades," he said, after Ms. 
Johnson said the.only alterna- 
tive the families have is to

gram. 
Robert Walker, who is with 
the management team at Palm 
Glade Apartments, said the 
complex has been under new 
management for about two 


¿Weeks and there have been 


many improvements. 

"We've had some problems. 
Who hasn't? But in a 60 mile 
radius, thére's not a better 
place to live,” he said. 

Some of the families also 
found out last week that they 
could be out of their homes for 
up to a year and a half. Mer- 
cury levels in some of the 
homes have risen. 

EPA says the cause could be 
because the homes have been 
shut up in the heat. They also 
‘said some of the mercury could 
have been absorbed into the 
baséboards and cement in the 
floors of the homes, making it 
harder to remove. 

At least one of the families 
found out last week that recerit 
tests show mercury levels in 
their 12-year-old son have 
increased.

It is amazing 
what you can do with a comput- 

‘er, a modem and a lot of 
patience. 

Remember the movie "War 
' Games"? It's the story of a 
‘ teenager in search of the ulti- 
«mate video game who hacks his 
way into the North American 

| + Air Defense Command comput- 
¡ers and almost starts World 
‘War IL. 

Just the other day officials at 
Flotida Atlantic Uhiversity 
shut down a student-run com- 
puter network because student 
hackers were trying to break 
into records of universities 
around the world. Each year 
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Computer hackers arrested pg 


universities, companies and the 
government spend boku bucks 
to protect their computer sys- 
tems from hackers. Still, even 
these expensive security sys- 
tems don't always work. 

In September of last year, 
hackers broke into the National 
Meteorological Center at Camp 
Springs, Md. The NMC is home 
to the National Weather Ser- 
vice's most sophisticated com- 
puters, These computers pro- 
vide the daily weather forecasts 
for the nation as well as storing 
just about every bit of weather 
information there is. 

-"Fortunately, they didn't dam- 
age anything or change any- 
thing," said John Ward of the 
NMC. If they had, our weather 
forecasting system would have 
been a mess, putting lives and 
property at risk. 

To protect the data base, Mr. 
Ward met with the FBI's 
National Computer Crime 
Squad. I wasn't even aware the 
FBI had such a group but 
apparently computer crime is 
becoming more common. 

"The FBI recommended that 
we make it look as if we were 
not aware the hackers had 
gained access to our system," 
Mr. Ward said. "We didn't want 
to scare them off, we wanted to 
catch them." Mr. Ward did 
install a special monitoring sys- 
tem that kept track of who was 
using the system. 

The trap was set. Mr. Ward 
and the FBI waited. Nothing 
happened in October or Novem-

Organization demands better postal service 


Recent reports that postal 
executives followed news of 
declining mail service by tak- 
ing.a junket to Florida was 
denounced by members of a 

„coalition working to improve 
first class mail service. 

On the heels of an indepen- 
dent audit that showed the 
Postal Service dismal on-time 
delivery record continued 
through the summer, the 
Washington Pose reported 85 
postal executives and union 
leaders spent three days in 
Florida climbing poles and 
rope ladders on a $137,000 
retreat. 

The Postal Service is ask- 
ing for a $33 billion annual 
increase in first class mail 
rates, yet the audit showed 
that servicce is actually 
declinging in some areas, 
such as Chicago where special 
attention is supposedlu being 
paid to improve delivery 
rates. 

“At a time when the Postal 
Seryice is asking to raise first 
class mail rates, it is an out- 
rage for them to spend $1,600 
a head for a retreat to 
Florida,” said Earl Heath, 
president of the Association of 
Retired Americans which is a 
member of the Coalition to 
Make Our First Class Mail 
FIRST CLASS. 

“No wonder the quality of 
mail delivery continues to 
decline, if postal executives

On-time delivery continues 
to be a problem for the Postal 
Service according to the audit 
conducted by Price 
Waterhouse from May 28- 
Sept. 16. 

The report found almost 
one in five letters does not 
make its destination on-time 
according to Postal Service 
standards. Baltimore, Md. 
scored the lowest with an. on- 
time record of only 66 percent. 

The First Class Mail 
Coalition is demanding that 
the Postal Service make first 
class mail its number one pri- 
ority, rather than spending 
money on executive junkets or 
new logos. . 

The coalition also wants to 
see more accountability on the 
part of the Postal Service 


which is the only monopoly in 
the country with the power to 
raise its own rates.
